Subject.— Import policy for 'Cork manufactures, n.o.s.’ (S. No. 154/IV) during 

October, I960—March-, 1961 period. 

No. 22-ITC (PN) /61. —Attention of importers is invited to the remark against 
S. No. 1S4/IV in Section II of the current Red Book wherein it was mentioned 
that the policy for this item will be announced later. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided that the import of ‘Cork 
manufactures, n.o.s.’ (S. No. 154/IV) will bo canalised through an agency approv¬ 
ed by the Government. 

Subject.— Import of goods from Pakistan under Protocol No. I to the Trade Agree¬ 
ment between the Governments of India and Pakistan. 

No. 23-FTC(PN)/61. —Attention of the importers is inviled to the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry Public Notice Nos. 105-ITC(PN) /60 dated 22nd August 
I960 and 154-ITC(PN)/60 dated 8th December 1960 according to which applications 
from established importers of this item for import of Cinematograph fi’ms, exposed 
(in Indian and Pakistani languages only) from Pakistan could be considered on 
ad hoc.basis. 

2, At present tho basic period for import of Cinematograph films, exposed 
(S. No. 117/IV) is upto and including 1053-54. On a review of the position, it 
has now been decided to extend the busic period for Cinematograph films, expos¬ 
ed upto and including the year 1966-57 for purposes of consideration of applica¬ 
tions for import of tnis item from Pakistan under Protocol No. I to the Trade 
Agreement between the Governments of India and Pakistan. 

3. The importers who have past imports of Cinematograph films, exposed 
within the extended basic period upto and including 1956-57 will now be eligible 
to obtain licences for import of Cinematograph films, exposed from Pakistan in 
pursuance of the announcements made for import of ‘Cinematograph films, 
exposed’ in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice Nos. 105-ITC- 
(PN)/60 dated 22nd August 1960 and 154-JTC(PN)/60 dated 8th December i960. 
Established Importers who now become eligible to obtain licences for import of 
Cinematograph films, exposed from Pakistan as a result of the extension of the 
basic period for this item upto and including 1956-57, may; submit applications 
in the prescribed form and manner duly supported by satisfactory evidence of 
past imports of this item during the extended basic period to the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, New Delhi as early as possible but not later than 30th 
March 1901
